BROOMSTICK GOES TO BROOKDALE FARM. 

Lively Bidding for the Holder of the Record at a 
Mile and a Quarter. 

Lexington. Ky.. November 23. — On the first day of 
the Fasig Tipton Company’s ninth annual Kentucky 
lale of thoroughbred stallions, mares, yearlings, wean- 
lings and race horses, which liegan in Horsemen's 
Headquarters al II o’clock this morning, ninety tive 
head passed under auctioneer William Easton’s ham 
mer for an aggregate of $33,965, the average being 
$357.50. It was a splendid sale, everything consid- 
ered. and shows improvement in prices over those 
thirty days ago. The attendance was large and bid- 
ding spirited throughout. The star of the sale was 
Broomstick, from the Senorita Stud. Everybody was 
on tiptoe when this big little horse, neighing aud 
cavorting and looking the picture of health, w T us led 
into the ring. There was no chance for auv an- 
nouncement from auctioneer Easton concerning his 
qualities. 

Broomstick.” said 
Mr. Easton, as a preface to some further remarks 
iu contemplation, hut before he uttered them Elliot 
C. Cowdin shouted “two thousand dollars.” Charles

If Bayardo is so far the best colt, there is no 
doubt that Vivid, owned by Sir Daniel Cooper, is 
the top not eh tiily. At the recent KemptOQ Park 
meeting she won the Imperial Produce Plate, tin* 
richest two year old event of tin* season and worth 
$15 .imhi. Bayardo was not engaged in the race nor 
were a few others of tin* front brigade, hut never- 
theless. there was plenty of excitement. Among 
the starters was a filly out of Sceptre, by Oyllene. 
the properly of W. Bass, and a great raking chest- 
nut named William the Fourth, and owned by Lord 
Miehelham. and. besides, there were others in 
The Whirlpool, lVrdieeas, Phaleron, The Jabber- 
woek and Doro, all first rate youngsters. The dis- 
tanee was five furlongs straightaway, and Danny 
Maher, who had the leg up on Vivid, did not crowd 
her at the start, though he by no means got left. 
lVrdieeas was tlie first to show the way from Doro. 
Vivid and The Whirlpool, while IMialeron, which 
commenced slowly, made up ground. A quarter of 
it mile from home The Wliirlp<M»l took it up and 
looked all over a winner, but Maher set about tack- 
ling him. and lie brought Vivid along for u nice 
burst and won by three-quarters of a length. It was 
remarkable that Maher rode four winners on that 
same day. 

Prior to this Vivid bad a notable win to her credit 
in the Prince of Wales Plate of $5,000 at York, 
where she was also ridden by Maher. Vivid is 
highly bred and lias lmth spei*d and staying power 
from sire and dam.

SOME HISTORIC DEAD HEATS. 

The dead heat between Tim Whittier and Buck- 
stone was one of the most tremendous things that 
was ever seen at Ascot or elsewhere, as they were 
champions. We liad an Idea that Fordbam was to 
have ridden Buekstone, but in the first race be mot 
with an accident. He was on his way to the starting 
post on a mare ladionging to Mr. Ten Broeek and, 
to his surprise, met the royal procession. He did not 
know what, under the circumstances, to do. and so 
turned back. and. in fact, beaded the royal proces- 
sion himself, cantering in front of the master of the 
huekhounds. In the race his mount fell, and he 
was severely injured. Buekstone was believed to 
1 m* never so well as he was on this day. and Mr. 
Merry snapped up Jackson's offer of $10,000 to $5,000 
against him. There was nothing very remarkable 
in the first beat, in which Tim Whittier, which had 
liecu headed, came again, and just got up in time. 
The second heat was a very different affair. Buek- 
stone, after running for the Epsom Cup, was seized 
with an attack of megrims, and it became reported 
to the Tim Whittier party that the same thing had 
again occurred. Singularly enough, some one whD- 
pered to Mat Dawson that all was not well with 
Tim Whittier. As a matter of fact, there was noth- 
ing wrong with either. Each, however, believing that 
something was wrong with the other, gave to his 
jockey cutting down orders, and what a terrible 
horse Tim WhitHer was at that game we saw in 
the Doncaster Cup of the previous year. when, for 
the whole two miles and five furlongs of the jour- 
ney. he went rattling along at the bead of the field 
like a piece of machinery. 

With such orders as were given the pace was 
terrific, and in the uid Tom Whiffler, who Lad made 



it. succumbed. The race was run in the fastest time 
up to this on record, viz., four minutes and twenty - 
four seconds, and we doubt whether it has l»een 
lien ten since. Neither horse ever won again. Buck 
stone died while «m his way to China, and Tim 
Whittier went to Australia to lay. with Fisherman, 
the foundation of the magnificent breed that now 
flourishes in that country. The deciding heat won 
by Buekstone was run in fourteen seconds less time 
than the first one. The Sportsman, wo notice, eon 
tin lies the error of giving Robert the Devil's time 
for the Ascot Clip of 1881 as four minutes and 
twelve seconds. As a matter of fact, the ra«*e that 
year was a very slow one, and the real time was five 
minutes and twelve seconds. An error of a minute 
crept into one of the accounts, and It is nlxnit time 
that it was corrected or it will deceive future writ- 
ers. One of the liest horses Tom Jennings ever 
trained was Vernouil. which in 1878 won all three 
of the long races, viz., the Vase, the Cup and the 
Alexandra Plate. His time for the Cup was four 
minutes and fifty seconds. Isonomy. one of the 
best Cup horses that ever ran, took live minutes and 
twelve seconds over it in his first year. Eider is a 
horse that serins partial to dead heats, as he ran 
one with a stable companion iu Paris the week be- 
fore, but we believe the two merely trotted past 
the post. 

When in 1852 there was a dead heat between the 
famous Camariue and Rowton. which bad won the 
St. IiCger, for the Ascot Cup, Sam Chifney, on Ids 
own horse, was said to have bumped (.'amarine, which 
was ridden by Jim Robinson. This aroused the 
wrath of Sir Mark Wood mightily, but there was no 
objection. What Chifnev did. it was said, was un- 
avoidable and had no real liearing on the race. Caru- 
ariue v.on the deciding beat easily. 

ENGLISH YEARLING SALES AVERAGES. 

In the public sales of the thoroughbred yearlings 
in England this year the best average is held by 
Carbine, with 1,800 guineas for one yearling, and 
then comes Persimmon, whose five youngsters pro 
iluced an average of 1,500 guineas to the 1.421 
guineas made by Gallinule’s seven yearlings. Other 
stallions with a four figure average are Rock Sand, 
1,253 guineas; Ayrshire. 1,221 guineas, and Ajax, 
1,040 guineas. So far this year ninety-seven Ameri- 
can' -broil yearlings have been sold for, collectively, 
17.475 guineas. The following yearlings have been

WHEN SCHORR RETIRED FROM RACING. 

The return of J. W. Schorr, the Memphis brewer, 
to racing, as is indicated by liis recent purchase of 
the entire string of racers owned by Albert Simons, 
recalls his sudden retirement from the turf several I 
years ago. Mr. Schorr was racing his string of horses I 
at the old Fair Grounds in St. Iamis immediately I 
proceeding the closing of the race tracks in Mis- 
souri by Governor Folk and. growing disgusted 1 k*- 
eaiiise of losses sustained through the poor showing of 
iiis horses, remarked to a group of horsemen congre- 
gated in the paddock that In* would sell his entire 
string of horses for $10,000. 8. C. Hildreth, who at 

that time was training for E. E. Smatliers, was told 
of this remark and Immediately sought out Mr. 
Schorr, from whom he secured the horses at the 
above mentioned figure. Mr. Schorr regretted liis 
hasty action, especially after Uncle Charley won the 
St. Louis IH*rby. but decided to abide by hi? deci- 
sion and retire from the turf. That Mr. Schorr is 
hopeful of the* future of racing is shown by his re- 
turn to his favorite sport. 

VARIABLE QUALITY OF HORSES. 

Just as with regard to the vintages of claret and 
champagne then? are good and had years, horses 
vary from season to season, for reasons more diffi 
cult to discover than in the case of the wines, which 
are affected by weather and other ascertainable 
causes— though to some extent the weather may 
also influence the growth of thoroughbred stock. 
There is no cause to become pessimistic about the 
race horse because certain years are bad ones. In 
1886, for example, there was an extraordinarily 
brilliant concourse of three-year olds, for it is at 
this age that a horse’s reputation is usually sup- 
posed to be made. Ormonde, Minting, The Bard, 
Saraband stood out from several others which would 
have been accepted as good animals in an ordinary 
season. Next year was. on the contrary, distinctly 
poor, the Derby falling to a moderate animal in 
Merry Hampton and the St. Leger to a far from 
good one in Kilwarlin. — The Times.
